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REMARKS 

This responds to the Office Action dated September 14, 2010. 

Claims 1 and 3 are amended and no claims are canceled or added. As a result, claims 1 
and 3 pending in this application. 

Interview Summary 

Applicant thanks Examiner Charles Adams for the courtesy of a telephone interview on 
October 20, 2010 with Applicant's representatives Steven W. Lundberg and James D. 
Hallenbeck. The substance of the interview included the pending claims and why Applicant 
believed they are patentable over the cited reference Gibson cited below with regard to the 35 
U.S.C. § 1 02(a) rejection. Examiner Adams was not convinced but instead suggested amending 
independent claims 1 and 3 to include elements from originally filed claim 2 to put the 
application in condition for allowance. Applicant agreed to do so. 

The Rejection of Claims Under § 102 
Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) as being anticipated by Gibson 
(WO 02/05230). 

As indicated above in the Interview Summary, in the Interview conducted on October 20, 
2010, Examiner Adams suggested amending claims 1 and 3 to incorporate the language of 
originally filed claim 2 to place both claims 1 and 3 in condition for allowance. Applicant has 
done so. Applicant thus respectfully submits that claims 1 and 3 are patentable over Gibson as 
Gibson fails to teach or suggest all the claim elements. Entry of the claim amendments, 
withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) rejections, and allowance of claims 1 and 3 are respectfully 
requested.
